not support Mr.. Wilson in the pre- 
convention campaign. Senator Bacon 
will stand pat on his selections. He 
seemed undisturbed tonight when told 
there might be a fight on these two 
nominations, : 

Their Political Records, 

Pratt Adams was a Hoke Smith man 
two years ago, but in the presidential 
campaign supported Oscar Underwood. 
Prope Barrow, who has been nominated 
by Senator Bacon for collettor of the 
port of Savannah, was for Woodrow 
Wilson and Joe Brown, while Pleasant 
A. Stovall, whom Senator Bacon is 
urging for a diplomatic pest, was both 
a Wilson and Hoke Sniith democrat. 

Senator Bacon apparently has not 
considered these poiitical allignments 
in making his naminations, and feels 
sure that President Wilson will not. 

The charge that the president will 
only favor. partisan supporters in 
awarding federal offices, has been fre- 
disproven during the first 
week of the new administration. 

The president received a delegation 
of Champ CTark’s supporters from Mis- 
souri on Monday, the party including 
Speaker Clark and Senator Stone, who 
was Clark’s floor leader at Baltimore, 
heard their indorsements and prompt- 
ly nominated A. M. Dockery, of Mis- 
sourl, whom they recommended for 
third assistant postmaster general. 

Wilson Not a afrtisan. 

President Wilson is not a partisan, 

as some of his supporters would like 
for him to be, and has not even con- 
fined himself to democrats in making 
his appointments. 
g He went outside the party and re- 
nominated EF. E. Clarke as interstate 
«ommerce commissioner. Judge Clarke 
was nominated to succeed himself by 
President Taft, but the democrats re- 
fused to confirm him, 

The nomination of Charles P. Neill 
as commissioner of labor, which was 
made hy Mr. Taft andfsiled of con- 
firmation, has also been sent in by 
President Wilson.

COMPULSORY SCHOOLING 
FOR NORTH CAROLINA 


Raleigh, N. C., March 11.—A compul- 
sory school law throughout North 
Carolina, a companion to another pro- 
viding a minimum term of six months, 
passed the senate today and became 
the first legislation of this nature 
North Carolina has had. 

To increase the present ‘term of 
four months to one of six, required 
about $400,000. Many counties asked 
amendments to cover peculiar condi- 
tions on farms or mountain districts, 
but these were voted down. The law 
takes effect the fall of 1913.

The Woman’s Edition 


One hundred letters from out-of- 
town club women were reported 
to the central committee of the 
woman’s edition of The Constitu- 
tion to be published in June, at the 
meeting of the central committee 
yesterday. The letters expressed 
the co-operation of tht many 
women’s organizations in Georgia, 
seventy of them reporting work 
already begun. The edition, which 
is to be published by the Georgia 
Federation of Women’s Clubs, has 
back of it two hundred womens 
organizations, these represented in 
one hundred and seventeen differ- 
ent towns, in all parts of the 
state.

CHARTER WIL 61 
10 MASS MEETING 


Tactics Employed by Politi- 
cians, Who Are Fighting 
Revision, Will Be Exposed 
at Great Gathering. 


The tactics employed by a group o 
politicians to defeat the Candler-Mc- 
Clelland-Hopkins charter, will be un- 
folded at a mass meeting of citizens 
of Atlanta, In the Auditorium, within 
the next ten days. 

Mayor James Gs Woodward, leader 
of the eharter reform element of the 
city administration, declared Tucsday 
that he will issue a call for a maser 
meeting if he is asked to. He says 
that a number of citizens have already 
approached him and have urged a 
public meeting, and have strongly de- 
nounced the action of council in dis- 
missing the comimttee of twenty-five. 

Mayor Will Use Veto Power. 

Mayor Woodward was asked by The 
Constitution if he would call'a meet- 
ing fo protest against council's unfa? 
action. ; 

“TT am considering the matter now,’ 
he replied. “I think it is wise to let 
the people know how their conildence 
is being abused by a set of politi- 
cians. Council had no right to dis- 
charge the comnittee of twenty-five 
It was positively the vilest insult ever 
offered to a borly of gentlemen, and 
I don’t think the people are soiling to 
stand jicr such abuses of power very 
long.” 

Mavor Woodward declared most pos- 
itively that he would use his power of 
veto on the resolution offered by Al- 
derman James R. Nutting, and by 
which council summarily dismissed the 
committee. . 

Council did not even show the com- 
mittee the courtesy of hearing its re- 
port, anil weuid not heed the sigses- 
tion of Counciiman Jesse M. Wood that 
the sommitter be callowed t9 stand 
until after both charters ar2 submit- 
ted to the. pecple. 

Mass Meeting Movement. 

It was learned Tuesday thut.a con- 
certed movement for a mass meeting 
to be held at tre Auditoriuin had been 
started by a number of business men 
who have ’ heretofore not been identi- 
fied with the charter movement, but 
who realize that nothing short of th: 
mighty voice of an enraged people will 
avail anything in the way of real re- 
form. 

Mayor Woodward says that the at- 
titude of council when the. charter 
matter. was brought up Monday aft- 
ernoon, was not surprising, and that 
the attempt to stifle the charter pre. 
pared by the committee of three was 
expected. Ever since the subject of 
charter reform started in Atlanta, the 
ring of politicians that dominate the 
boards which the new charter wipes 
out, have. been active to prevent any 
sort of reform going to the people. 

That members of the committee of 
twenty-five resent -council’s attitude 
as réflected in the charge made by Jo- 
seph Loewus, second ward member of 
the committee, that council is not sin- 
cere. He said that the committee was 
created by council, and that council 
should have upheld its dignity to the 
extent of deferring action until after 
the committee report was read. 
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FOR STERILIZATION 
OF MENTALLY WEAK 
Lansing, Mich., March 11.—The sen- 


ate today passed a bill providing for 
sterilization of mentally defective in- 


mates of state institutions. The meas- 


ure, which already has been passed by 
the house; was amended so that thirty 
days’ notice of the decision to submit 
any inmate to the operation provided 
for under the law, must be given to 
the relatives or guardian of the pa- 
tient, who then will have the right to 
a hearing in probate court as to the 


necessity for tlie proposed operation.

Later the chief stated that he had long since investigated Johnson’s 
charges against his men, and that there was absolutely no foundation for 
them as far as he could ascertain, and he said that he was positive that 


there could be none. 


As for the charge against himself, the chief only 


laughed at it, and stated that Johnson had beén telling it on him before 
and that he could, if necessary, bring about one thousand people to ube 
that he was in St. Petersburg when he was supposed to be there. 
JOHNSON WANTS PLACE

Johnson stated frankly that he was 
after the job of chief of county police, 
and that he had been after it since 
the time that he was refused the 
place by the county commissioners 
when Rowan was made chief.

IVY ST. EXTENSION 
SUGGESTION BRINGS 
FAVORABLE COMMENT 


The idea of opening a new street 
through certain north side property, 
between the two Peachtrees by ex- 
tending Ivy street to connect with Cy- 
press street, which was suggested by 
&&. J. Redding, tha well-known real 
estate man, struck Atlanta with the 
force of its originality yesterday, and 
the story and sketch presented in The 
Constitution were studied eagerly. 

During the day many citizens took 
the opportunity of walking past the 
Peachtree and Ivy junction to study 
conditions, and there was much favor- 
able comment. Co-operation between 
the city and the property owners could 
eaSily put the street through at a 
minimam cost. 

“Il have been working on the plan 
for more than a year,’ said Mr. Red- 
ding, in explaning his idea. “The north 
side is bound up in lots too large and 
cumbersome for active development in 
many places, and the intersecting 
Streets, such as Pine, Kimball, are too 
narrow. 

“This street occurred to me as a 
solution to the proposition, by open- 
ing up the interior of the large blocks, 
giving new frontage and new corners, 
and benefiting the entire city by fur- 
nishing a drive way which would re- 
lieve congestion on other streets. 

“The expense is the item to be figur- 
ed of course, and co-operation on the 
part of city and property owners would 
be necessary to carry the scheme 
through. I believe the property own- 
ers would assist, because in many cases 
the Peachtree frontage would be re- 
tained and an additional frontage on 
the new street given. I have estimated 
conservatively that the increase to 
property would more than justify the 
release of the necessary space for the 
street.”

45, at Kitchen’s Siding, near Cornelia, 
on October 4, 1912. when Engineer 
Jake Costner lost life, and for 
Whose death Mrs. Costner is suing for 
$59,000 damages. 

Mrs. Mattie Costner, 
dead engineer, around whom the prin- 
cipal interest is gathered, who has 
been subpoenaed as a witness for the 
defense, was not in the courtroom 
when the case was called.- Mrs. Cost- 
ner is in Clarkesville, however, hav- 
ing reached here at 19 o'clock this 
morning, accompanied bv Edgar lLa- 
tham, her attorney. 

Some excitement was caused by 
arrival also of Frank A. Costner, the 
brother-in-law of Mrs. Costner. He 
Came by private conveyance and ap- 
pears an interested spectator. Mrs. 
Costner seemed very much surprised 
When informed that her brother-in- 
law was in Clarkesville. Costner says 
that he to learn the true state 
of affairs, and claimed that Was not 
well acquainted with the details. Some 
little ‘significance atta to 
Presence, 
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train, while he (Tankseley) sat on a 
pile of crossties nearby and acted as 
‘lookout.’

Renfroe Hid in Woods. 

Tanksley said he and Renfroe hid in 
the woods until after the train was 
wrecked and then he went to the gcene 
about daylight, but that Renfroe re- 
fused to go, saying the railroad men all 
knew him and would be suspicious of 
his presence there. 

W. F. Stevens,.a locomotive engineer, 
who sat up-with Costner’s body, after 
it was taken to his home in Atlanta, 
testified that Renfroe was at the Cost- 
ner home that night, but would not go 
in. the room where the corpse was 
laid out. 

J. W. Askew, engineer on train No. 
35 on the night of the wreck, testifled 
that his train safely passed over the 
switch where the wreck took place 
about 40 minutes ahead of train No. 
43, and that at that time there was 
nothing wrongs. 

Switch in Good Condition. 

J. FP. Mims, engineer of train 36, 
northbound, on the same night, testi- 
fied that his’train passed safely over 
this same switch after 35 had passed, 
and it was then in good condition. He 
said his train met No. 35 at Lula, and 
No. 43 at Mount Alry. 

The state rested its case 
witnesses. 

The first witness called by the de- 
fense was E. Philbrick, a civil engineer, 
who presented a number of charts and 
drawings in support of the defense’s 
claim that the switch was defective. 
He contended that the engine left the 
rails at the frog and not at the point 
of the switch, as alleged in the in- 
dictment. He said that the frog was 
defective and this caused the derail- 
ment. 

Attorney Latham, for the defense, 
declared that his witnesses will show 
that the engine went off the track 
132 yards beyond the switch which 
the two men are charged with turning. 

According t othe attorney the detee- 
tives have declared that Renfroe was a 
devoted friend of Mrs. Costner. 

Renfroe, according to the story, had 
acted in the capacity of Mrs. Costner’s 
chauffeur, taking her for long rides 
in her mactiine, when Mr. Costner was 
on the road. The attorney for the de- 
fense expect the Habersham authori- 
ties and the railroad to charge that 
tenfroe caused the wreck in order that 
Costner would be out of the way, and 
incidentally that substantial insurance 
and damages might fall to the widow.

Balkan Situation Is Again 
Threatening — Austria Or- 
Not to Aid 


ders Servia 


~ Montenegro. 


London, March 11.-—-The European 
chancellories and stock markets are 
being kept in a condition of nervous 
tension. No sooner does One thorny 
problem seem in the way of solution 
than another crops wp. 

Tonight the long-expected agree- 
ment for Austro-Russian demobiliza- 
tien is published; the allies have ac- 
cepted the powers’ offer of mediation 
under certain conditions and’ arrange- 
ments have been completed for the 
settlement of the dispute between Bul- 
garia and Roumania by a conference 
of ambassadors at St. Petersburg, pre- 
sided over by Sergius Sazonoff. the 
Russian foreign minister. 

Thus the way seems prepared for 
the restoration of peace in the Bal- 
kans. But at the same moment a new 
difficulty has been raised by Austria, 
which objects to Servia going to the 
assistance of Montenegro and is en- 
deavoring to enlist the powers to her 
side to coerce Servia. Further, Aus- 
tria declines to demobilize as far as 
the Servian frontier is concerned. 

Menaces Peace of Europe. 

It appears, therefore, that the fate 
of Scutari still is a menace to the 
peace of Europe. Austria is determin- 
ed to make Scutari the capital of au- 
tonomous Albania. Montenegro is equal- 
ly determined on the possession of 
Scutari and in the present temper of 
the allies it seems hardly likely that 
Servia will desist in her intention of 
xoing to the assistance of Montenegro 
at Austria’s bidding. 

According to dispatches from Vienna 
and Belgrade Greek transports are 
landing more large Servian forces at 
San Giovanni di Medua. These will as- 
in the capture of Scutari and a 
general attack on the tow'n will com- 
mence next week. 

It is understood Russia will disband 
220,000 reservists under agreement 
with Austria, but that on Austria’s 
side it can hardlv be described as de- 
mobilization, since a much smaller 
number will be dispersed and only 
from the Russian frontier. 

A Constantinople dispatch tonight 
reports that fighting has been resumed 
at Tchatalja and Bulair. 

No particulars are given except that 
the Bulgarian advance posts have at- 
tacked on both wings the Turkish po- 
sitions on the gulf of Saros.

Long Stege of Scutari 

The fortress of Scutari, near the 
Montenegrin frontier, has been be. 
by the Montenegrins without 

success since the beginning 
the Balkan war.- Its capture and 
inclusion In the kingdom of Montene- 
gro were the chief reasons for King 
Nicholas joining inethe hostilities. 

When the European powers decided 
in principle on an autonomous Albanla, 
in which Scutari was to be included. 
the king of Montenegro declared he 
would enter the fortress at the head 
of his troops, otherwise the reign of 
his family was doomed. 

In the meantime the Servian troops 
had completed their campaign in Mac- 
edonia and Albania, and advanced to 
the Adriatic coast at Durazzo, whence, 
on March 7, they dispatched on board 
transports 5,000 Servian troops, inclu- 
ding artillery, to assist in the siege 
of Scutari. 

It was this activity of Servia which 
called forth the Austrian protest to- 
day.

And that is not the strangest 
part of the story. The photograph was 
made in an Atlanta studio, which now 
occupies the very quarters reputed 
once to have been used by President 
Wilson as his law offices. 

This is the Abananza studio, at 29% 
Marietta street. The man who posed 
for the Uncle Sam photograph is F. S. 
Colburn. a well-known lecturer and 
entertainer, who is now sojourning in 
Atlanta. 

Mathews Gets a Shock. 

It was on Washington's birthday 
that Mr. Colburn walked into the 
Abananza studio and gave T. R. Math- 
ews, the manager, the shock of his 
lifetime. Absolutely without any false 
whiskers, paint or other disguise, Mr.

| LESSON IN THE TAYLOR CASE. 


In contrasting the severity with which 
the law has worked in the case of Ollie 
Taylor, the 13-year-old boy under indeter- 
minate sentence for stealing'a 5-cent bottle 
of soda, with its tragic inefficiency in deal- 
ing with man-slayers and other such crimi- 
nals, a misapprehension has been created 
to the effect that the Taylor boy has been 
too harshly dealt with. 

The truth is the boy is in better sur- 
roundings now than he has been for years, 
and his confinement in the boys’ reforma- 
tory may prove to be his making. He is 
there subjected to softening influences 
heretofore denied him, and just as soon as 
he proves himself to be meritorious he, will 
be paroled. The Constitution knows all the 
facts in the case, and knows that he is 
better off where he is than he has been for 
a long time. 

The stress laid on this case by The Con- 
stitution has not been with the view of 
showing that the boy had been too severely 
dealt with, for in his case the law’s stern 
operation has unquestionably been for his 
benefit. 

What The Constitution has been trying 
to show was that if the law should be as 
stern and as relentiess in its dealings with 
the man-slayers of our time as it has been 
with this boy there would be fewer widows 
and orphans in the daily grist of Georgia’s 
murder grind. : 

The facts as regards the Taylor boy are 
fully set forth in a communication, pub- 
lished in another column, from W. W. Tin- 
dall, of the Fulton county children’s court. 
Ollie has shown himself for a long period 
as more or less incorrigible, though each 
infraction was of a relatively 
minor nature. Those in charge of the re- 
formatories authorized by the statutes of 
this state saw a chance to reform the boy, 
to check the germ of crime in its incipiency 
and prevent him from maturing into a pro- 
fessional criminal. He was given an inde- 
terminate sentence to the industrial farm. 
That does not mean he must remain under 
surveillance until he is 21. It does mean 
that he will live under the corrective and 
humanizing environment of wise and kindly 
men until the symptoms of the disease of 
crime—it is practically a disease in such 
youthful cases—give evidence of final heal- 
ing. When he shows that he is worthy to 
take care of himself and mingle upon equal 
terms with members of society, he will go 
free. That may happen tomorrow. It may 
not happen for several months or years. 
Each case is a law unto itself. a 

Now, this is the point: 
been a man-Slayer or a housebreaker of ma- 
ture years what would have happened? 
The chances are nine out of ten that a 
shrewd lawyer would have -been retained 
for him, bristling technicalities, teeming 
and ancient precedents would have been 
invoked, loopholes for delay would have 
been seized—and there is every probability

that Ollie Taylor would have been turned 


loose to slay or pillage again. 

For the youthful, relatively harmless 
offender, moneyless and without influence, 
the law performs those rigid, impartial and 
merciless functions for which it was framed. 

It is powerless to cope with the sea- 
soned maker of widows and orphans, the 
thug or the murderer who are really the 
main menaces to society. 

It has taken the now widely-known case 
of Ollie Taylor to bring out this senseless 
and damaging paradox with startling clear- 
ness. . 

And the moral? 

It is, in the interests of civilization aud 
society, to introduce into every phase of the 
administration of criminal law some of the 
intelligence, the directness, the humanity 
and the certainty of the law as it now per 
tains to moneyless juvenile criminals. If we 
could, or did, treat the murderer with some 
thing of the summary common sense with 
which we treat the Ollie Taylors, our daily

Mow Millard Fillmore Was Helped by 
His Capable Wite..

“The first time I sdw Millard Fillmore 
was at a political convention in Buffalo, in 
1824,” said Thurlow Weed to a little com- 
pany of friends who 
were calling upon him 
at his New York home 
in 1879. 

“Buffalo was then a 
straggling little village. 
I was living at the 
time at Rochester. At 
the convention or cau- 
cus I observed a young 
man of handsome fig- 
ure, well-poised head 
and a good deal of 
dignity of manner, and 
I asked who he was. 
I was told that he was 
Millard Fillmore, who 
had recently come [to 
Buffalo to practice law, 
and that by trade he 
was a wool carder. 

“There was something about the young 
man that attracted me. I heard him speak, 
and he spoke well. I asked one of my friends 
if Fillmore was married, and when he re- 
plied that Fillmore had been married several 
years, I said, ‘Then he owes a good deal of 
what he now is to his wife, for I can detect 
not only the refining influences of a culti- 
vated woman in his manner, but I believe 
also that he owes to the same woman much 
succeed as a lawyer and 
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FE. J. Edwards.

perhaps in public life.’ 

“1 learned, not long after, that Mrs. Fill- 
more was exactly the kind of woman I[ had 
instinctively or intuitively imagined her to 
be. Fillmore was elected to the legislature 
at Albany a year or two later. I then re- 
newed my acquaintance with him, and I met 
Mrs. Fillmore. Her: maiden name was Abi- 
gail Powers and she was, I believe, the 
daughter of either a Methodist or Baptist 
missionary preacher. She it was who so 
managed the house that when young Fill- 
more. who was practically self-taught as a 
lawver, was ready to begin practice the 
young couple were able to make both ends 
meet. 

‘“T was told by 
both Mr. and Mrs. Fillmore 
wife taught school and did 
munerative work, and in 
Fillmore himself something of English lit- 
erature and history. From the beginning 
Abigail Fillmore believed that her husband 
had a great career before him, and she de- 
termined to aid him in making that career 
and to keep pace with him as he advanced. 

‘“] saw Mrs. Fillmore after her husband 
had become president of the United States. 
She was an tnvalid. She was not able to 
assist her husband on the social side, and 
that is the reason why her daughter was 
really mistress of the white house. But I 
learned from her that she was assisting him 
‘in’ cther ways. She did a great deal of read- 
ing for him. and served as his confidential 
private secretary. She was a woman of great 
mental cultivation, and she had the faculty 
of imparting her information to her hus- 
band. 

“Tt was confidential or informal informa- 
tion of Mrs. Fillmore's fondness for reading 
and ability as a student that led congress 
to make an appropriation for a library 
which was set up in one of the rooms of the 
white house, a room which really became 
Mrs. Fillmore's white house home, and this 
was the real origin of the white house 
librarv. I have sometimes thought that 
nothing but her power of will and her nerv- 
ous force enabled her to remain as the com- 
panion of the president during the two vears 
he served in that office, and I was the more 
strongly convinced that this view was cor- 
rect when I learned that only a few days 
after Mr. Fillmore’s term as president had 
ended Mrs. Fillmore died. She bore up until 
the expiration of her husband’s term as 
president. She aided him in making a great 
career, and when that career was ended a 
reaction ‘came and she passed away.”

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WHO DISCOVERED 
AMERICA? 


Ask the schoolboy “who discovered Amer- 
icat’’ and he will tell you Christopher Co- 
lumbus. Columbus was able to establish his 
discovery and to record the conditions that 
he encountered on his eventful voyage, and 
it was through him that this country really 
became Known, but several hundred years 
before he reached this shore European navi- 
gators had landed here and explored a part 
of our coast, 

The modern historian will tell you that 
the Norsemen reached our shores close to 
5090 years before: Columbus... It was not Co- 
lumbus who planted the banner of Spain for 
the first time a Furopean had done so on this 
continent, but Leif the Lucky was the first 
white man to set foot in America. 

The Norsemen were a hardy race, and 
Leif was one of the sturdiest among these 
blue-eyed giants. He and his companions 
traveled without compasses, and charts, but 
they had what served as well, an inborn 
vearning for the sea, a Knowledge of ships 
and the sailing of them, that had been hand- 
ed to them from generation to generation. 

The boats of the Norsemen were small, 
upon which were erected clumsy sails, and 
they used huge oars for motive power. They 
not more than 50 feet in length.

El Paso, Texas, March 11.—Desperate 
fighting in an attack on Parfak” Chihna- 
hua, entailing a large loss of life in a

Fought for Hours 

The insurrectos attacked and the 
battle continued for many hours. On 
the morning of the last day the rebels 
took the fortified hills, surrounding 
the city, driving the federals to cover 
in the town. Colonel Meccado, the 
garrison commander, and Colonel Cas- 
tro, who had brought the reinforce- 
ments from the state capital, called 
for volunteens to retake the outlying 
positions. Five hundred men respond- 
| ed and, after chargés and almost hand- 
to-hand fighting, drove the insurgents 
from the hills. 

Then the constitutionalists 
trated their fire on the southern sec- 
tion of the town, driving the city of- 
Ticiala from their houses and killing 
many residents. At night the insur- 
gents withdrew. 

During the fighting mobs of towns- 
People rioted, burning the market place 
and attacking the banks. Volleys from 
the soldiers soon quieted the internal 
disturbances.

Douglas, Ariz., March 11.—With or- 
ders from the secretary of war to 
evacuate Agua Prieta and move west 
toward Nogales, to join other federal 
commands, General Ojeda today found 
himself bottled up beyond the chance 
of obeying without an encounter wit 
insurgent state troops. : 

Constitutionalist forces much su- 
perior to the federal garrison sur- 
rounded Agua Prieta, demanding 
Ojeda’s immediate surrender. Ojeda 
believed that it would be suicidal to 
attempt to move his troops.

A girl of sixteen receives three dollars and a half a week. 


Day in and day out she sees rich clothing and dainty fabrics, designed to attract, 
bought for girls of her age; she handles the cash from such sales; when darkness comes, 
through its gloom she walks threé and a half miles from the end of a car line to her 


home over a country store. 
“She lives at home.” 
AND THINK OF THIS. 
The woman is older, hut yet perilously young. 
“Some weeks she can earn five dollars.” 


If there is shifting of forces, a change or a breakdown of machinery, she loses time 
and gets less. 


She, too, lives at home. 
She has to help her indigent father. 
And’ in that home is her baby girl, whom she must feed and clothe. 


Five dollars or less a week is her all. 
What says your heart of these truths of Atlanta, and of this? 


A girl under eighteen lived at home. 
With her and dependent upon her were her mother and three other children. 


Her wage was five dollars a week. 
Their grocery bill was three dollars and a half. 


The remaining dollar and a half of her weekly earnings must pay the rent, buy 
the coal, satisfy the doctor and the druggist and clothe those five people. 


And maybe those children and the child, who is burning up her life to support 
them, would occasionally enjoy some innocent amusement. 


Where shall they go for it? With what shall they pay for it? 


Recreation? Pleasure? Though. you answer these not, in God’s Name, tell them 
how they can live! 

Let us have done with whining “She lives at home” as an excuse for paying less 
than a living wage to women and girls. 


Its hypocrisy is an offense to God and to man. 
YOU CAN NO LONGER SAY: 
“She works just to earn a little pin money.” 


Pin money? God forgive us. 
The Government Report on the “Condition of Women and Child Wage-Earners in 
the United States” shows: 


First: The great majority of working girls and women 
tribute all of their earnings to the support of their families. 


Second: Of the cities investigated, the highest percentage of those living at home 
and giving nothing to the support of their families was in Minneapolis and St. Paul; 
this percentage was only 7.4 per cent of those working in stores, and only 2.3 per 
cent of those in factories; the other wage-earning women and girls, the vast majority 


in those cities, were helping to support others. 


A Chicago merchant, after admitting that less than a living wage was being paid 
girls, in reply to a question as to where they obtained the difference required to sup- 


port life, said:

“They live at home and it comes from the parents.” 


The report referred to above shows that in Chicago 78.7 per cent of the girls and 
women working in stores and living at home give all of their earnings to the support 
of their families; 17.4 per cent gave a part. Only 3.9 per cent did not contribute. 


Of factory women workers, who livéd at home in that city, 81.3 per cent contrib- 
uted all, and 17.2 per cent gave a part of their earnings to support their families. 


Only 1.5 per cent did not contribute. . 
“PIN MONEY?” 


Jane Addams says: 

“Of course a girl in such a strait does not go out deliberately to find illicit methods 
of earning money; she simply yields in a moment of utter weariness and discourage- 
ment to the temptation she has been able to withstand up to that moment.

Asks to Withdraw Special Rates. 

The Atlantic Coast Line railroad ves. 
terdav petitioned the state railroad

Another new arrival of Tuesday was 
Dr. James Ll. Vance, pastor of the First 
Presbyterian church, of Nashville, 
Tenn, who addressed the conference 
in the evening, and who will speak 
Wednesday afternoon at 4 o'clock. 

Following the policy of bringing 
Strong speakers to the conference, it 
is announced that two missionaries 
from foreign lands will arrive Wed- 
nesday—Rev. W. MM. Morrison, of 
Kongo, Africa, and Rev. Lacy I. Mof- 
fett, of China, the latter having ad- 
dressed Atlanta audiences on several 
occasions before. 

Dr. Broughton “Opens Up.” 

For the first time since the opening 
of the conference last Friday Dr. 
Broughton “opened up’? Tuesday morn- 
ing with the searching analysis of lo- 
cal conditions for which he became fa- 
mous during his pastorate here in for- 
mer years. 

He declared that the “vice war’’ 
which had been going on in Atlanta 
has been the work of God. He praised 
the crusade of Chief Beavers and said 
“It must not end there.” And he de- 
nounced the attitude of the ohurches 
toward the fallen women who are try- 
ing to reform.

Unusual Sky Picture Presented 
for Atlantans on Tues- 
day Night. 


Venus, in eonjunction with the 
moon, lighted up the western sky last 


night and attracted the attention of | 
hundreds of Atiantans to the unusual | 
sight of the far distant planet shining | 
side by side with the earth’s satellite. 

It was one of the most beautiful pic- | 
tures ever presented, and will hardly | 
happen under such favorable circum- 
stances again in a lifetime, according 
to Judge George Hillyer, who is a 
lover of the wonders of the sky and 
who has a reputation as an astrono- 
mer. 

The sky was free from clouds and 
presented a background of dark blue, 
rather than black, against whicn the 
resplendent planet shown clearly 
and distinctly as though it had been

miles instead of millions of miles 
away. 

To describe the appearance of the 
moon and planet colloquially. Venus 
appeared about three feet to the right 
of the moon, which is now in crescent 
form and approaching the half-moon. 
The crescent lay on its back and 
shone almost as brightly from the 
heavens as when the full half-moon is 
visible.

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AGAINST BURLESON 


To Restrain Postmaster General 
From Enforcing Newspaper 
Publicity Law. 


Washington, March 11.—Counsel for 
The New York Journal of Commerce 
today applied to the supreme court to 
restrain Postmaster General Burleson 
from immediately enforcing the 
“newspaper publicity law.” Former 
Fostmaster General Hitchcock had 
agreed not to attempt to enforce the 
law pending a prompt appeal to the 
supreme court from the decision of the 
federal courts in New York. 

The request was based upon an 
agreement between counsel, the de- 
partment of justice and the postoffice 
department last October that no ac- 
tion would be taken by the postoffice 
department to compel newspaper pub- 
lishers- to comply with the law or en- 
force any of its penalties until the 
supreme court had passed upon its 
validity. 

Robert C. Morris, counsel for The 
Journal of Commerce, in a statement 
to the supreme court declared that on 
March 4 the postmaster of New York 
had notified the paper that unless the 
statements required by the law were 
filed at once he would proceed to en- 
force its penalties. Similar letters, the 
attorney charged, had been sent to 
other newspapers throughout’ the 
country. Since March 4, Attorney Mor- 
ris declared, Postmaster Burleson had 
informed him formally that unless the 
required returns were made on or be- 
fore March 11 he would enforce the 
penalties, which inelude disbarment 
from the mails. 

The law requires newspapers to file 
with the government and publish 
twice each year a sworn statement 
showing the names of their bond- 
holders, security-holders, stockholders, 
amount of dally circulation and to 
designate all paid-for articles as “ad- 
vertisements.” 

The supreme court has had the vali- 
dity of the law under consideration 
for several months, but has announced 
no decision. 

The court took the motion of 
Morris under advisement 

Solicitor General Bullitt stated ver- 
bally that the government took cog- 
nizance of the motion, but did not 
agree to all the statements set forth 
as facts in the printed statement Mr. 
Morris filed with the court. 

Later Mr. Bullitt stated that his 
recollection was that the postoffice 
department had informally agreed not 
to enforce the law for a reasonable 
time, but that it did not specifically 
agree not to enforce the law until the 
supreme court had passed upon it.

In Salvador, where a long period of 
peace had prevailed, the assassination 
of President Araujo by a band of con- 
spirators, believed to have been the 
preliminary movement in a revolution, 
startled the whole of Central America. 
Charges were made that this revolu- 
tion had been fomented from outside. 
in Guatemala. In that same country 
there were hints of trouble. Then 
reports from New Orleans that 
a combination was being effected be- 
tween the Zelavistas and discontented 
elements in Honduras, looking to dou- 
ble revolutions, first in Honduras and 
fater in Nicaragua. Costa Rica ap- 
peared to be the only peaceful spot on 
the Central American map. 

The general tenor of the official re- 
ports was tothe effect that the threat- 
ened disorders had no foundation in 
abuses of power on the part of the ex- 
isting governments of the republics, 
but were based almost entirely upon 
the personal ambitiong of verious 
would-be leaders anc soldiers of for- 
tune, who designed to overturn the 
established governments and maintain 
themselves in power by force of arms 
and without reference to the will of 
the majority of the people.
